WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi* 


dent Nixon appears to have ac- 
complished in five Weeks what 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson 
couldn't 


manage in five years—public 
approval of his foreign policy by 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright. 


Fulbright, the Arkansas Dem* 


ocrat who heads the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, has 
not 
been 
known 
for getting 


along with Democratic presi- 
dents and secretaries of state. 
He was the spear point of oppo- 
sition to Johnson's Asian poll* 
cies. 


But the mercurial senator is 


giving good marks to Nixon and 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers at this point. 


He said, for example, that he 


thinks Nixon is doing a great 
job in his visit to European cap- 
itals. 


"He Is handling himself well. 


In fact, he is doing better than a 
lot of people thought he would," 
Fulbright said. 


There is some thought around 


the Senate that the Democrats 
are covering Nixon with kind- 
ness to demonstrate they hold 
no animosity toward him just 
because he is a Republican. 


Democratic 
Lader 
Mike 


Mansfield of Montana, a mem- 
ber of Fulbright's committee, 
takes every occasion to say 
something nice about Nixon. 


Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of 


Maine, 
the 1968 Democratic 


presidential nominee, has given 
his cautious approval. Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, is avoiding 
criticism of the GOP president. 


How long this attitude of coop- 


eration will last has to be any- 
body's guess. 


Fulbright has a grenade in the 


basket to toss at the Nixon ad- 
ministration In the form of his 
"national commitments" resolu- 
tion. It would admonish the 
President not to deploy U.S. 
troops abroad except for direct 
national security purposes. 


. The 
committee chairman's 


long-time friend, Secretary of 
State Rogers,, has been cautious 
about committing the adminis- 
tration on this issue. But few 
think Nixon will deviate from 
the position;, of previous presi- 
dents that'*as commanders-in- 
chief he has the "right to employ 
troops as he sees fit.

This is the sort of hand 


that will make strong men 
weep. That is, any strong 
man who is also a good 
bridge p l a y e r and plays 
seven clubs and goes down 
two tricks in spite of the 
fact that he adopted a line 
of play that figured to work 
80 per cent of the time. 


Things 
start q u i e t l y 


enough. Declarer wins the 
heart lead and draws trumps 
with two leads. As anyone 
can see a s i m p l e spade 
finesse will end all problems. 
This Is a 50 per cent play 
but he has something better 
in mind. He cashes the ace- 
king of spades because there 
is better than an 18 per cent 
chance of the queen falling. 


He doesn't drop the queen 


but he still has a very good 
play left. He leads the 10 
of diamonds, goes up with 
dummy's ace and returns the 
queen. 
If East holds the 


king of diamonds South is 
going to be able to establish 
two more diamond tricks to 
discard his two l o s i n g 
spades. 
Unfortunately for 


his plan, West produces the 
king of diamonds and leads 
a spade for the second set- 
ting trick. 


On the other hand, if South 


had played dummy's queen 
of diamonds instead of the 
ace the finesse would have 
worked. 
The ace of dia- 


monds would have provided 
one spade discard. Then he 
would have ruffed the next 
diamond. West's king would 
have fallen and the last dia- 
mond would have provided 
the d i s c a r d for the last 
spade. 


Why wouldn't this line of 


play be just as good as the 
finesse against East? Be- 
cause the finesse against 
East would win provided 
East held the king of dia- 
monds. The finesse against 
West would only win if West 
held the king and one dia- 
mond or the king and two 
diamonds, as was the case.

Medical fithics; "The medi- 
cal profession should safe- 
guard the public and itself 
against physicians deficient 
in moral character of pro- 
fessional competence. Physi- 
cians s h o u l d observe all 
laws, uphold the dignity and 
honor of the profession, and 
accept its self-imposed disci- 
pline. They should expose, 
without hesitation, illegal or 
unethical conduct of fellow 
members of the profession." 


This statement clearly rec- 


ognizes the fact that doctors 
as a group have a moral 
duty toward the public they 
serve and toward the pro- 
tection of their own good 
name. Many of the com- 
plaints the committees have 
to deal with could be avoid- 
ed, however, if the patient 
and doctor would have a 
frank discussion of their dif- 
ferences. Most doctors are 
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glad to talk to A patleftt 
a b o u t his illness and the 
treatment he needs, includ- 
ing an estimate of the costs 
involved and ways of meet- 
ing them. Every case that 
reaches a grievance commit- 
tee represents a failure to 
communicate on the part of 
the patient, the doctor or 
both. 


Q—What are the symp- 


toms of amebic dysentery?

A—Dysentery is caused by 


a microscopic p a r a s i t e . 
Many persons harbor the 
germ without having any 
symptoms. In o t h e> s, it 
causes loose stools that show 
flecks of blood and mucus 
and vague abdominal dis- 
comfort. Severe cramps are 
more suggestive of colitis or 
lead poisoning. If you still 
have dysentery, a careful ex- 
amination

would reveal amebas. The 
disease is not directly con- 
tagious but failure to wash 
your hands after every bowel 
movement could be a means 
of spreading the disease.

team of at least seven men;" 
that "the Involvement of high 
officials 
In the United States 


government In the affair be- 
comes more and more appar- 
ent;" that "a number of men 
who killed the President were 
former employes of the CIA In- 
volved In its anti-Castro activi- 
ties In the New Orleans area. 
The CIA knows their Identity. So 
do I." 


Garrison's office filed a docu- 


ment accusing Shaw of deliver- 
ing money to Oswald and Jack 
Ruby, the night club owner who 
shot Oswald, at Baton Rouge in 
the fall of 1963. There were ac- 
tually two Oswalds, Garrison 
said, the second being a decoy 
used to throw suspicion on the 
first and authentic one. "We be- 
lieve," 
the district attorney 


said, "we have discovered his 
identity." 


All these allegations point to 


conspiracy, whether or not Clay 
Shaw was 
Involved. None of 


them figured in the prosecu- 
tion's case. They remain what 
they were: allegations. 


Instead Garrison took two ap- 


proaches to prove conspiracy. 
One was to establish that Shaw, 
a 55-year-old businessman, had 
been seen and heard 
talking 


with Oswald and David Ferrie, 
a bizarre former airline pilot, 
now dead, who figures In the 
Warren report in that he once 
may have taught a boyhood 
friend of Owald's in an air pa- 
trol course. 


Perry Russo—not in the re- 


port—testified that he heard the 
three discussing the murder of 
the President but also said it 
could have been nothing more 
than "an inconsequential bull 
session." Russo said this had 
occurred at a party one night In 
the summer of 1963 at Ferrle's 
apartment.Oswald, he said, was 
unshaven. Oswald's widow, Ma- 
rina, tod told the commission— 
and repeated It at Shaw's trial 
— that the only night her hus- 
band was away from home was 
the occasion when he was ar- 
rested while distributing pro- 
Castro leaflets.

mentioned Oswald as having 
been bearded.

had seen Oswald and Shaw to-

battleship New Jersey's home* 
ward voyage from Vietnam wa* 
ters next months may lead her 
back into mothballs if the war 
ends by next tall,

active battlewagon in service. 


Navy officers acknowledged 


that might be quite a task,

ment for that kind of ship," a 
Navy source said, "there aren't 
any battleships for the New Jer- 
sey to shoot against."

the 54,000 ton, 26-year-old bat- 
tleship, veteran of World War II 
and Korea, was called out of the 
reserve fleet in 1967 largely be- 
cause the United States was los- 
ing bombers over North Viet- 
nam at a rising and worrisome 
rate. 


Secretary of Defense Robert 


S. McNamara's analysts calcu- 
lated it would be "cost effec- 
tive" in the long run to wheel a 
battleship close to the North 
Vietnamese coast where it could 
fire 16-ince shells far In land. 


Studies estimated that a bat- 


tleship's nine 16-ince guns could 
equal the work of about 50

fire raced through a midtown 
Fifth 
Avenue office building, 


killing nine persons and leaving 
seven others critically burned. 


Most of the victims Tuesday 


were trapped on the third floor 
of the flve-etory building at 48th 
Street,' near RockefeUer'Centef. 
Some were jammed in an eleva- 
tor disabled by the flames and 
others were piled against a 
door. 


"They were huddled together 


but you couldn't really see 
them," said Fireman William 
Moore. "You could see a hand 
here and a head there and you 
grabbed what you could." 


Dozens of others scrambled to 


safety. They ran down smoke- 
filled stairels or 
clambered 


down aerial ladders while fire- 
men barked orders to prevent 
panic, Some were carried out by 
police. 


The fire was one of tho worst 


in recent New York history. 
Rush hour crowds which gath- 
ered snarled traffic and slowed 
some ambulances called to the 
scene. 


The blaze broke out shortly 


after 4 p.m.,

The prosecution, its case 
now rested, trod over much the 
same ground that the report's 
critics—and the report itself— 
have. 


To any one who has labored 


through the report and its 26 
supporting volumes of testimo- 
ny and evidence, there was little 
new.

nesses as to the events in Dallas 
were the commission's before 
him.

nesses before the commission 
gave the Shaw trial the benefit 
of their opinions. But they pro- 
duced few, if any, fresh facts.

Allied spokesmen said more 


than 3,000 enemy troops had 
been killed since the offensive 
began Sunday, but American and 
South Vietnamese casual ties also 
were soaring. On both sides they 
appeared to be the heaviest since 
the enemy offensives last Feb- 
ruary and last May.
